The philosophy of taking “from each according 
to his ability,” and giving “to each according to 
his need” sounds humane and has had a substantial 
following among socialist, communist and idealis- 
tic young. 

A New York high schoo) teacher conducted an 
interesting experiment with his students. He sug- 
gested to them that they take away 20 grade points 
from those who made a grade of 95 on a test, giving 
them to those who made only 55 on the same test. 
This way, both would receive a passing mark. The 
brighter or more diligent students would be con- 
tributing in accordance with their ability, while 
the less intelligent — or less diligent — students 
would receive in accordance with their need. The 
instructor then speculated with his students as to 
the probable results if he were to actually apply! 
this socialist-communist philosophy. The first result 
would be that the highly productive students would 
lose the incentive to work for higher grades. The 
second result would be that the less productive 
students would be relieved of any obligation to 
study or to produce. The teacher observed that, 
“At that point, in order for anyone to survive, the 
‘authority’ would have no alternative but to begin 
a system of compulsory labor and punishments 
against even the low producers ie 

This is precisely what happens in an entire 
society when productive incentive is taxed to death 
and the nonproducers ride on the backs of the Pi9- 
ducers.

The Length of Office 


t appears that Gov, Mil- 


liken has put his foot tn 
it -- with a boost from a 
zealous television re- 
porter. 

A short time back, Gov. 
Milliken submitted to an 
in-depth interview -- 
that’s one that lasts a 
half-hour or more, with 
no set format ~- over an 
educational TV station. 

While the governor and 
his interviewer were 
roaming around the poli- 
tical rhetoric, Milliken 
allowed as how, in his 
opinion, some office hol- 
ders stayed in office too 
long; and added something 
to the effect that many 
times over a long tenure, 
the hright -eyed zeal of a 
néwly-elected public of- 
ficial fades into a grim 
determination to hang on- 
to office, no matter what. 

“There are mer. in pub- 
lic office today why siiguid 
not be there because 
they’ve been there simply 
too Jong,’’ Milliken com~ 
mented in a statement 
that, in our opinion, is 
mainly true, but probably 
is impolitic for a gov- 
ernor to Say. 

Milliken also comment- 
ed that he hoped he per- 
sonally would know 
enough to step out of the 
public arena ‘“‘when the 
time has come to get 
out.” 

The governor mention- 
ed no names, even when 
asked by his interviewer 
to be specific about ‘‘men 
in public office today who 
should not be there’”’ be- 
cause of tenure. 

But, in distributing a 
transcript of the TV show, 
the interviewer added a

Q) Do I have to report in- 
terest from U.S. Savings Bonds 
on my tax return?

‘Bur then you notice that 
after a.while, some chan- 
ge in their motives for 
running for just another 
term......not all, of 
course, but some. 

The old vim, vigor and 
vitality of serving his fel- 
low man often switches to 
a mere hahitc of holding 
office. In some cases, the 
veteran office holder still 
thinks he does a whale of 
a job when more objec- 
tive observers would at- 
test otherwise. 

A case in point is the 
venerable John McCor - 
mack, who served so 


many years in Consress 


many years

and so many years as 
Speaker of the House. For 
the last couple of terms, 
even some of his clogest 
friends were trying to 
talk him out of running 
again .... and they final- 
ly succeeded, to the re- 
Mef of many and to the 
concern %f practically 
nobody. 

And then there are other 
office holders whose 
value increases with age 
and experience. They 
seem to grow with the job, 
so to speak, usually 
changing their ideas and 
approaches as the politi- 
cal or governmental 
scene changes, a6 it al- 
ways does. 

One case in polntherais 
former State Sen, Frank 
Beadle of St. Clair, who 
rose in both public sta- 
ture and public service 
almoat every term during 
his long tenure in the 
Michigan senate. 


Another is the lace Sen. 
Arthur Vandenberg of 
Michigan, wha achieved 
the heights of national 
and international esteem 
and service toward the 
end of a long and distin- 
guished career in Wash- 
ington. 

So Gov. Milliken is part- 
ly right. There are in- 
deed, men in public of- 
fice who should not be 
there because they’ve 
been there too long. But 
tenure by itself is not con- 
trolling; rather, itis whe- 
ther the individual office 
holder continues to do a 
good job, or holds office 
only because of time in 
grade. 

It boils down to this: 
There are those who

“There are tew records of Ne- 
scves in northern Michigan, but 
blacks played an important part 
in our settlement,” writes Roy 
L. Dodge, author-historian in bis 
new book, “Michigan Ghost 
Towns,” Volume II. 

The new edition, a 191-page 
sottback, details what many con- 
sider to be the most complete 
history ever published of the 
black man’s part in the early 
development of northern Michi- 
Ran. 

“Zachariah Morgan, a former 
slave, founded Boyne City. 
Another black, whose name is 
not even recorded, invented & 
number of devices that were 
considered major achievements 
in engineering circles at the 
time," reports Dodge in his 
book, ‘yet he was not recognized 
for his efforts.” 

Actually, black history is in- 
cidental to the real purpose of 
Dodge's work, which is to relate 
the location and history of more 
than 300 additional Michigan 
towns that sprang up and died 
during the logging boom that 
swept the state between 1860 
and the earl; 1900's.
